An Endowed Flagstaff. 


What Is thought to be the only en- 


dowed flagstaff In the world is that be- 
longing to the Royal Asylum For the 
Deaf and Dumb at Margate, England, 
This staff was erected in the first year 
of the reign of King Edward TIL In 
commemoration of his accession to the 
throne. The cost was defrayed by the 
pupils and friends, and the collection 
taken was so large that it enabled the 
purchase of twenty flags. 


Even wben the staff and the flags 


had been paid for £40 remained in the 
treasury. This sum was invested for 
an endowment fund, and the interest 
Is used every other year for painting 
and repairing the pole and tackle. 


Some of the various flags bought are 


the royal standard, which ia flown on 
the king's accession day. his birth- 
day and his coronation day; the stars 
and stripes, run up on the president's 
birthday and election day: the French 
flag, used oa the president's birthday; 
appropriate banners for St David's. St 
Patrick's and St George's days; the 
onion jack for the anniversaries of fa- 
mous battles, and flags for the church's 
high festivals.—New York Tribune.

Artificial Ears. 


Artificial ears are so skillfully made 


that they fimy -with difficulty _be dis- 
tinguished from natural ones, it'is said. 
When the person \vho has lost an ear 
applies to the manufactprer for a sub- 
stitute there Is tn:ute a mold of the re- 
maining ear. If there be left any part 
of the other a tooid of that part also 
must be taken to assist in the fitting 
of the artificial.! Manufacturers assert 
that no two earVare alike and that It 
takes a skillfot ^Vqrfcman to prepare an 
ear from the inold or molds. When 
finished, says Harper's Weekly, the 
new ear is pasted on the stump or sim- 
ply set in the position of the lost ear. 
It is really only, the first artificial ear 
that is expeusiTe* the chief cost per- 
taining: to the am king of the mold. 
Vulcanized rubber, which can be bent 
and twisted, has been found to consti- 
tute the best material for the making 
of artificial ears.

The state will give each own- 
er of slain stock a statement showing 
the amount due from the state but 
this will not constitute a promise to 
pay. 
It was said tin-re is no doubt,

The 
other half of the appraised value is 
to be paid by the federal government 
which also has no ready fund for the 
purpose. 


Governor Cox became alarmed at 


reports of the disease and while pre- 
paring to start tomorrow on a hunt- 
ing trip in 
Kentu< Ity, telephoned 


from his home in Dayton today urg- 
ing the agricultural commission not 
to hesitate in taking drastic action 
if this was thought wise to protect 
the live stock industry.

The local situation regarding the 


foot and mouth disease of cattle as- 
sumed new aspects Saturday when it 
was learned that state and govern- 
ment inspectors were working in the 
vicinity of Utica. ' Several herds of 
cattle in the northern part of the 
county are under observation but no 
cases have been reported although it 
is known that they were exposed to 
this disease. Thorough 
disinfection 


of several places is being and it is 
hoped in this manner to ward off the 
trouble. 


The order issued by the agricultur- 


al commission 01 the state and the 
bureau of live stock industry regard- 
ing the transportation of hay, straw 
or similar fodder docs not seem to 
have been readily understood so it is 
quoted again by the Advocate and is 
as follows: 


"The Intrastate sL!ime;.t without 


disinfection from sucU quarantined 
counties into any other county in 
Ohio of hay, straw or similar fodder 
harvested prior to Aug. I, 1914, and 
stored since then away from 
live 


stock, is hereby 
permitted; PRO- 


VIDED, that in all aforesaid classes 
the owner or consignee files an affi- 
davit with the transportation com- 
pany at the point of shipment certi- 
fying to such fact." 


A further amendment to the or- 


der issued at Columbus on Nov. 7. 
permits the interstate shipment from 
quarantined counties into any other 
county of Ohio of hay, straw or sim- 
ilar fodder harvested since Aug. 1, 
1914, and used for packing purposes 
which has been disinfected with for- 
malin gas; PROVIDED, that facili- 
ties for disinfection have been in- 
spected and approved by an inspec- 
tor of the bureau of live stock indus- 
try. 


The foot and >nouth disease has 


developed in wveral droves of hogs 
south of town and one flock of sheep. 
All of these toe<»:i"r with the herds 
of cattle will be d< -troyed and buried 
in large pits.
